Examiner's Statement of the Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest prior art, Redlich et al., disclosed a method for selective encryption of 
multiple sections within a document including tagging the sections to be encrypted, encrypting 
the tagged sections with multiple encryption keys, storing the encrypted sections in an appendix 
to the document, and extracting the plain text version of each encrypted section from the 
document. Redlich further disclosed that upon request, determining the proper decryption key 
for an encrypted section, decrypting the section, and displaying the decrypted section of the 
document. However, the prior art did not disclose such a method in which the proper decryption 
key was determined by selecting one of the encrypted copies of the document, selecting a key 
and attempting to decrypt the selected encrypted copies with the selected key by determining if a 
defined character string is in the selected copy of the encrypted section, in the specific 
combination of limitations as claimed.
